REMARKS- 


This is UNEVALUATED Information 


The following air activity was observed at Jueterbog AXtes Lager airfield 
between 10 August and 4 September 1953* 

10 August * After 4 p®m, a » flights of about 15 minutes duration were mad© by 

MiG-15 and B-MiG~15s which were partially fitted with auxiliary fuel tanks® 
Between 5 p 0 m* and 7 pe,m os , a twin-engine aircraft 9 probably a Bs-2, towing 
a sleeve target flew over the Jueterbog target range, while the sleeve tar- 
get was fired at by light AA guns®^ ^ 

11 August ® Between 11 a»m* and noon, there was no air activity by erwapt-back 

jet fighters® , ^ 

12 A ugust® Between 6 a and 8 light AA#gijas fired at a sleeve target 

towed by a twin-engine aircraft over the target range® In the afternoon, 

MiG-1 5s and U-MiG~15s flying in elements of two were repeatedly observed 
aloft® Between 6 p*m* and 7 p, a nu, tow- tar get aircraft were observed over the 
target range® - 

13 to ast o After 11 a®uu, MiG-15 and U-MiG-15s flow individually and in

14 Aupust ® Flints with towed sleeve targets were made over the target range 
between 6 a*m c and 8 a ®m 0 ‘and between 6 p®m, and 8 p a m 0 Swept-back jet fighters 
were continuously observed aloft from 9 a*m 0 until nightfall* 

15 Au&ust * Between 8 and 9 a 9 m„, an aircraft towing a sleeve target was 

observed *over the target range® Ho air activity by swept-back jet fighters 
was observed® 

16 August ® Flights were mad© by twin-engine aircraft with towed sleeve targets 
but no air activity was conducted by MiG— 15 or U-MiGr-X5s 0 

17 August a Between 9 a*m 0 and 2 p®m®, swept-back jet fighters in groups of 
twos were repeatedly observed aloft® After 4 p«m®, Il-lOs landed at the 
field® 
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IB August s After 8 a 0 m®, MiG-15 and U-MiG-X5s practiced flying in flights 
of three for about 15 minutes duration., After 10 a*m® , individual flights 
were made by MiG-1 5s with auxiliary fuel tanks, which remained aloft for 
about 6G minutes® Between 10 p.m® and 11 p 0 m* , a twin-engine aircraft 
towing a sleeve target was observed over the target range® The sleeve 
target was Illuminated by three searchlights and fired at by AA. guns® 

19 Augus t a faring the morning, flights were made by aircraft towing sleeve 
targets, which were fired at by machine guns® 

20 A.^juptf, After 4 , a flight of three MiG-15 and U-MiG-l5s was observed 

aloft at a high altitude® Up to about 6 p.m®, there was air activity by 
aircraft flying individually and in flights « 

ffl Au gust® After 8 individual and formation flights were made by 

swept-back jet fighters B The aircraft involved in air activity included 
a MiG-15 which had a red stripe on the upper sides of the wings between 
the two airflow fences and which further had a red rectangle on the upper 
side of the fuselage forward of the rudder assembly* 2 Between 7 p e m 0 and 
9 p®m®, individual flights were made by swopt-back jet fighters. 

22 August® Between 8 a„ and noon, individual and formation flights were 
conducted by swept-back jet filters® A total of 25 MiG-15 and. U-MiG-15e 
including the 4 alert MiGs and 4 aircraft, probably Pe-2s were counted at 
the field® 

25 August . Five Il-10s landed at th© field * At 2 p«m., two MiG-1 5s were 

observed aloft® After 8 there was night flying by swept-back jet 

fighters of which several were continuously observed aloft® 

26 August ® Between 6 a 0 m 0 and 8 sum®, a twin-engine aircraft towing a sleeve 
target was observed over the target range® The sleeve target was fired at® 

At 7 p®m® , two MiG-15 and U-MiG-15s took off for a 20-minute flight® After 
8 p target-tow aircraft were again observed over the target range while 
searchlights were in operation® 

27 M gyjLfca Between 6 a.m* and 8 a*ro®, target- tow aircraft were aloft® 

There was no air activity by swept-back jet fighters. Th© officers of the 
jet fighter unit, carrying map cases, were observed going to their classes 
while the EM wore engaged in callisthenics or were on town leave® 

28 Amarus t n There was no air activity. Some of the personnel received instruc- 
tions and others were on town leave. 

29 Auguqfr c. After 11 a.m. , four ground attack aircraft landed at the field® 

31 August * No air activity was conducted by jet aircraft® Between 2 p 3 m, 
and 4 p*m*, an aircraft , probably a Fe-2, towing a sleeve target was observed 
over the target range® The sleeve iarget was fired at by AA mchine guns 
from the target range® 

1 September ® After 5 pom®, eight MiG-15s with auxiliary fuel tanks took off 
at short intervals® The aircraft practiced formation flying for about 15 
minutes, then landed at th© field, and after 5 to 10 minutes, again took 
off for a similar flights Subsequently a third flight was made® 
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2 Septembers Between 9s30 a*®. and 2 p 0 m., individual and formation 
flights were made by swept-back jet fighters* In the afternoon and at 
nightfall, twin-engine aircraft towed sleeve targets over the field* 

3 September * Between 1 p e m® and 2 , swept-b&ck jet fighters flew in- 

dividually and in formations* 


4 September o After 11 a, in®, MIG-15 and U-MIG-15s made local individual

have been observed at Jueterbog Altos lager air fieldo Th© aircraft are 
used as target-tow aircraft at the target range in th© area of the Juot©r- 
bog troop training grounds north of the alrfieldo AA unit© of the Soviet 
Army as well as AA units assigned to airfield practice firing at this tar- 
got rang©® Transportation sources continuously report shipments of AA 
units to Jueterbogo A tow- tar get unit of the Soviet Air Fore© was stationed 
at Sehoenwald© airfield prior to mld-^ay 1953* At that time, it was inferred 

that this tmlt transferred to Welzow, However, 
th© unit has never been definitely Identified at VfeXzow airfield® It Is 
possible therefore, that elements of this target-tow unit have transferred 
to Jueterbog AX tea X*ag©r,

stripes on their wings wore observed for th© first time In Cottbus in 
mid»May 1953® The aircraft observed at that time also had red rudder 
assemblies and some had a green strip on the fuselage c Th© rectangular 
marking on the fuselage forward of the rudder assembly Is reported for the 
first time® Possibly , this aircraft which was observed , was previously 
stationed In Cottbus® 


3* Field Comment ® According to available information, two fighter regiments 
are now stationed at Jueterbog Altes Lager airfield in addition to the 
target-tow aircraft® On© fighter regiment arrived from f Srandenburg-Br lest 
in lat® May 1953 and th© other regiment from 2ter bst in ear ly Au 
T he transfers of the two regim ents are confirmed! 

The small number of MiG-153 reported 
is probably due to the fact that It was very difficult to observe the entire 
area of th© field® The 11-10 s observed probably belong to the ground attack 
regiment, which, in early August 1953* transferred from Heinsdorf to ? ins tor- 
wald®* It haa been repeatedly observed at Ju© ter bog Alt©© lager airfield 
that large-scale malntenanc® work is being done on aircraft of this regiment® 
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4® Comment s, Captain Pushkov was previously reported in connection 

with the OATB of the reconnaissance regiment which was formerly sta- 
tioned in Jueterbogo Pushkov is probably assigned to the administrative 
office at the airfield*.
